An agencythat receives this service paysarental ormilage chargdotheDepartment
ofGeneral Administration.

Institutions ofhigher education areauthorized acquire and maintain passenger motor
vehicles following guidelines established bytheDepartment ofGeneral Administration.

An operational unit oftheDepartmenbfGeneral Administration isauthorized to(1)
Adopta statewide information systemon theacquisition, maintenance, and disposal
ofstate-owned passenger motorvehicles; (2) develop astatewide systemtopurchase
anddistribute motorvehicle fuel for state employees operating state-owned passenger
motorvehicles; (3develop aplan, inconjunction withtheDepartment ofEcology, to
inspect and replace state-owned fuel storage tanks, ihecessary; and (4)develop
standards foreplacing passenger motorvehicles.

The director of the Officeof Financial Management establishes overall policies
governing theacquisition, operating management,maintenance, repair, and disposal
ofall passenger motorvehicles owned oroperated by all state agencies.
